amount subscribed, it was a glorious showing. Just as Con- 
nellsville has more men of military age registered for the new 
army draft, and just as In past wars Conneltsville sent more men . 
to the battle from than any other city in the county, Connells-j 
vltle. the first city in, the county, has given by far the largest sum 
to the Red Cross mercy fund. 
Fayette county contributed approximately $100,000. Of this 


more than $37.000 cnme from Connellsville. Uniontowu, with 
an allotment of $35.000, subscribed otily $30,039.98. Dawson, 
with an allotment of $1,000. gave $8.4-16.13, a. wonderful show- 
ing for a town of only 900 or 1,000 population.
